2. Claims 1-20 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-20 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,638,206. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because they both claim an apparatus and method for loading 
radioactive seeds and spacers into a loading tube from separate first and second 
cartridges they are both slidably disposed to intersect a lumen or loading channel in a 
loading tube. The claims use slightly different terminology to claim the same device and 
method. While the claims have been amended to obviate the same invention double 
patenting the claims are still not patentably distinct from each other thereby resulting in 
the above obviousness-type double patenting rejection.
